zealous officials, especially in cities 
outside of Beilin and tile provinces, 
upon giving each applicant tor de­ 
parture a special investigation.

leading official of the foreign of­ 
fice said to the Associated Dress: 
“On principle we are, of course, 
not opposing or complicating tho 
departure of Americans. We arr 
doing all we can to expedite action 
on their applications, to which are 
added to those of the subjects of 
neutral countries and of our own 
citizens. 
Even the applications of 
the latter who desire to h a v e on 
vacation Dips within the borders 
of Germany involve considerable 
prescribed routine and increased 
work for our police and niilitarj 
authorities.”
